Summary of reasons for decision: 

The console game was submitted by an Inspector of Publications on behalf of the Secretary for 
Internal Affairs under sl3(l)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act). The Film and Video Labelling Body cross-rated the game as M from the Australian 
classification, but the Inspector was concerned that the game had received higher classifications 
in other jurisdictions. 

The console game is a fast-paced action game incorporating regular violent episodes that puts the 





player in the role of the well-known fictional secret agent James Bond. The game is based on the 
highly successful theatrical film Quantum Of Solace, starring Daniel Craig. The game lacks 
strategy or skill to play, giving way to repetitive attacks on human opponents to progress through 
each mission. The emphasis on killing, as well as being acknowledged and rewarded for such 
success, is likely to desensitise children to violence in general. However, the manner in which the 
game refrains from presenting blood and gore reduces the overall impact of the violence. 
Teenagers and adults are more able to put this kind of material in the context of an entertaining 
but violent console game based on a well-known James Bond film. For these reasons the 
classification has been raised to R13. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the NZBR Act on the application of the 
classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications 
of this type be restricted to an appropriate age group.
